Vince was the first to say these books had to be out immediately. The 
others, as they read them, agreed. There is little prospect. I have the incomplete 
copy of POST MOEEEM (which all agree is the most powerful destruction of £ e C ° mplete 
‘eport yet, and I suggest less hasty reading and deeper thought will suggest 
additional things) in the hands of a possible publisher. x have no hope. It is too 
strong, by far, to total and overwhelming.

Because I have no sources 
to tap, I think the only possibility is a foundation of some sort, and there I 
think the prospects, if 1 had time to approsch them (which I do not) is slight, 
have tried a few in the past. % deepest regret was at Santa Barbara. '% a t I* 

slight a sum for any of them, it really hurts. With Post Mortem, I 
think it essential to publish the appropriate documents. This will considerable 
increase the manufacturing cost of the book and double its size, as compared 
with my earlier ones. It will cost me at least twice as much to manufacture it end 
I will have other added costs. I feel it will be impossible to raise the selling 
price (and my earlier "successes" leave me in deep debt 5 ?, so I will have to have 
some kind of help in any event on this alone.

I have, most powerful of 
all, . the tope itself. There were not fewer than three NSRP threats against JFK 
one in Texas from the people who did attack Stevenson. I have some new correspondence 
with the Secret Service, proof they knew of the tape to add to what A had, in 
writing from them. Because this book has a narrower range in oontents, it is more 
comprehensible than those dealing with wider ranges in content and evidence. I 
project an appendix for it also. It involves the man who attacked Nat KLng~C 0 le 
also and should have a wide appeal to Jews. I wish this could make me optimistic. 


Particularly because of what 1 learned last night do I regard it &s 
very. important that this one come cut immediately and POST MORTEM as fast as 
possible. Epstein’s hook attacking Garrison, eithor the New Yorker article or an 
expansion, is being dene by Viking. This I have known. It is due in September, 
which means that it probably was being done before the ortcile was p blished * 
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and in any event is being rushed more thah Inquest sas. u nless it is an 
initial paperback, which X thipk unlikely, it represents a considerable 
extra cost for Viking. X have a line in A CITIZEN'S DESCENT that 1 think you 
may enjoy: "Epstein's marriage tc the New Yorker was consummated in 
Viking’s bed." All three friends, incidently, agr e that this attack and this 
kind of an attack on Mark is necessary, and Sprague and Jones agree. Jones, 
however, despite his personal hatred for kark, pretends he can be of no help. 

There is only one way to affectively fight this new Epstein ploy, 
and that is by having available what is new that px , cves the opposite of wneo he 
is really saying, that we are all wrong (except Sylvie and Lifton). Vinfe snd^ 

Gary and Hal want me to do with .spstein what I did with Mark. I have agreed if 
I can help certain limited help, though I want most of all to return to TIGER 
TO RISE and get that done. If necessary, we can discuss this later. I would use 
the format of the article I have done and the technique of HiOTO GRAPHI C V/HITEUASH 
for a short book, with pictures and documents, etc. 

Were it suddenly to become possible for me to do the first two books 
as private printings. It would take perhaps two weeks when my wife had nothing 
else to do and I could take pretty much of ‘■my time to get it ready for the 
camera. It would take perhaps another week before the copies started coming 
off the presses and bindery. Jlth a little help and a little added cost, the 
time could be shortened. COUP should not be more expsnsive than WHITEWASH. I 
do not know how much printing costs have gone up, bit if these increases were 
not great, it might even cost a little less, if I can make the same arrangements 
1 aid before* This would mean a cash l in advance) cost of about $3,500* This 
would cover the printer alone and include none of the collateral costs, most of 
which could be deferred.

King Gole man, also 
suspected of other Birmingham violence) and- get me Xerox copies as rapidly as 
nossible. I'd apnr date it. Also, if possible, the identity of any good 
picture showing the physical violence used on Stevenson in Dellas and pictures of 
these men. I'd like to include in appendix.
